It 
Is very evident and patent to all that 
England liaa eat a aorry figure in the 
present war, and no matter what the 
outcome John B-iU will have to take 
a back seat in the congress of 
natiOM. Irls ka an a w y w li af and 
the average student of history see the 
fulfillfng of the prophecy of Patrick 
Pord. the deceased editor of the Irish 
World, who in a letter to Gladstone 
man.' years ago predii ted the down- 
fall of England to c'onit> as that of 
snclent Rome, in his fninous book. 
'The Crinilnal History of thi- Britiah 
riiiipiri'.'" Mr Ford told of the op- 
( r^ssion and (T\'"lty prarttood wher- 
ever the flat; of Knttland floated; the 
rontinued siH)pression of Ireland's 
Industry and Its people, legalized 
robbery In China and control of the 
opium trade; eichteen English-made 
famines in India in 100 years; 
butchery and robbery of the Boers in 
the Transvaal. 

Referring to the three years' fam- 
ine in Ireland, Mr. Ford £old how the 
Irish people perishad of hungar in 
the midst of abundanoa. In 1848. 
when the men of Oalway town, 
driven out from their houaea by the 
cries of thair hungry little oftes, 
offered to lay banda on the products 
of their own soil, they were shot 
down like dogs, and when the United 
States ship Constellation sailed into 
Ireland \ 'th American food for its 
perishing people she saluted four 
English ships laden with Irish wheat, 
«heep and cattle, sailing out from 
thence. Was ever such mockery be- 
fore witnessed by the world. During 
that time the Eviction Squad, known 
us the "Crowbar Brigade," was 
merellesf ly exterminating the Irish 
people, twenty thousand human be- 
ings thrown out on the road, house- 
less and homeless. Sonic piirLs of the 
country appeared like an enormous 
churchyard, the numerous gables of 
the unroofed dwellings seemed to be 
a gigantic tombstones. They were 
Indeed records of decay and death. 
The hear* of the world wep| at the 
spectacle, but England chuectaa wtfh 
diabolical glee at the sight. "The 
Relt Is gone with a vengeanoe," 
roared the London Times. 

PYoTO 1841 to 1911 under the 
persecution and oppression of Eng- 
land the population of Ireland de- 
rreased from 8,196,697 to 4,881,961, 
» loss of 3,814.646, while on the 
other hand Scotland, of approxi- 
mately the same size in area, went 
from 2,620,184 to 4.769,621, an in- 
crease of ff,18B,'S87, the land of 
Scotland composed principally of un- 
productive highlands, while the soil 
of Ireland Is rich almost to ranknese 
In many cnunfles, such as Moath. 
Tippernrv anil Kildare. England and 
llie World knows tiiat It was not lack 
of energy to develop the resources or 
love of 'heir country that drove those 
Irish people Into exile. In his 
prophecy Mr. Ford said: 

"I blush for common humanity 
a^ien I contemplate the picture. I 
would, for England'a sake, these 
things had never been. Nor would 
any satisfaction wrung out of your 
blazing oltlea In the way of ven- 
geanoe be reckoned by thoughtful 
Irishman aa a companaatlon for the 
avtls wrought. Tha world kaa aupped 
full of horrora. Good men of all 
aationalitlea ara aiek of atrifa, blood- 
*bed and violence, iftit your empira 
la doomed ! It will fall aa Rome fall — 
down with a crash.''

Ti'. ic i> the steam 
laundry with up-to-ciatc inarliinery, 
the bakery with plenty of flour on 
hand, the little hospital In the rear, 
though luckily not much needed, the 
little home for the gardener, barn 
for the animals used on the place, 
etc. In a few well chosen words 
President Schildt addressed those 
present In the assembly hall, thank- 
ing those who attended, and made a 
strong plea for co-operation on the 
part of all societies to bring about 
neceasary laws to punish adequately 
delinquent parenta who neglect thair 
offspring. Ha alao congratulated the 
Catholic Orphan Society on tha work 
accomplished during thair abort 
period of eziatanea jmd /expraaaed the 
hope that botl) aoemlea would work 
together aa they have done, to the 
end that at no distant date our three 
orphanages would rank among the 
best In the country and be a credit to 
our diocese. Responses were made 
by Rev. Fathers Raffo and White, 
and William Meehan. President of 
the Catholic Orphan Society. On the 
whole the event was a most happy 
one, binding more ( losely together 
the two societies as well as provid- 
luK a pieas,'int outing for the ehtldran 
of till' three orphanages.

The parade of the Holy Name So- 
ciety of the diocese of Baltimore. In 
which 17,000 Catholics of Baltimore 
and other Maryland cities, Washing- 
ton and Alexandria marched for 
three houra, waa lauded by Prot- 
estant mlnistara from Waahington 
pulpita. Even tha Bar. Dr. Randolph 
H. MoKim, ractor of tha ProtasUnt 
Epiacopal Chnrob of tha Bpiphany, 
who in bitterly anti-Catholic, de- 
clared that "the deaire to combat 
blasphemy Is the excellent object of 
the millions banded together for that 
purpose, and may God bless their ef- 
forts." He added that the parade 
was the religions event of tha week 
in the nation's capital. 

The Hev. .lobn McMurray, pastor 
of the i nloii Methodist Episcopal 
church, extolled the work of the Holy 
Name Society and suggested the for- 
mation by the Protestant churches 
of a similar organisation to be called 
the "Holy Day Society." 

Speaking editorially of the demon- 
stration the Baltimore Sun says: 
"The Holy Name Societies of the 
Baltimore archdiocese are preaching, 
In such annual parades as that of 
Sunday a forcible aarmon not only 
in favor of ^Ugion and mtmiUty, but 
are rendering a genuine aarrlee to 
the causa of intellectual ravarance. 
The man who blaaphamoa tha name 
of the Creator, or who takes it 
lightly on hia lipa, ia cultivating a 
general habit of Irrareranca that no 
one of Intelligence should care to 
foster in himself. Superstition and 
reverence are not the sama tfeing any 
more than are Irreverenaa tAi en- 
lightenment. The tendency of the 
day Is toward Irreverence In every- 
thing — toward profaning and making 
common all the things which were 
formerly held in esteem and honor. 
The test of a progressive mind, of 
genuine Intellect uallsm. Is supposed 
by man> persons to be a scorn of 
tradition and emancipation from 
ancient beliefs Very often, however, 
such scorn and freedom are only 
demonatratlona of mental shallow- 
ness, of want of balance, of readiness 
to follow every new eoonomic or 
political wiu-o' the-wisp Chat crosses 
the path. The habit of lorarance In 
our mental attitude toward life and 
Ita dally problems is worth while as 
a conservative and restraining in- 
fluence, and (he Holy Name Societies 
'n the emphasis which thy put on it 
ara doing a conatructive and philo- 
soiHiical aa wall aa a religious work."

This haa indeed bean' a grand 
week for the CathoUca of Itabanon 
and Marion county, the home of 
faonous Catholic in^tutloos and the 
bdrthplace of Martin John Spalding, 
fourth BIshcip of I>5uisvllle and one 
of the most distinguished members 
of the Ameriacn hierarchy when he 
became Archbishop of Hal imore. 
The occasion was the centennial 
celebration of ftt. Augustine's 
church at Lebanon, one of the oldest 
in Kentucky. Soon after St. 
Augustine's church w.-is organized a 
log building wa.'j erecited, this being 
in ,1814. This simple pioneer struc- 
ture waa used as a house of worship 
until 1811, when a brick church waa 
ereota4 near tha alta of tba preaant 
church. Ta 1870 a larger and mora 
modern edifice was araotad and 
used as tt was built until 191I, 
when If was remodeled along mod- 
ern Unea and beautifully daeorated. 
For several weeks experts had been 
engaged in renewing the decoratlone 
of ithe present church, and H pre- 
sented a beautiful appearance for the 
reception of ihe many distinguished 
visitors. St. Aug\ist ine's church to- 
day is under the pastorate of the 
Rev, Father Joseph A. Hogarty and 
has a largo and earnes; membership, 
l! is now perhaps one of the most 
prosperous (Catholic parishes in the 
State. 

The exercises ocmmemorative of 
the eantannial, which continued 
three days, opened on Sunday, the 
public bnildinga, bualnesa taonsas and 
private raaldaneaa being elaborately 
decoratad wtth flaga and bunting 
and brilliantly illumlnaited for the 
feBtivltles. Right Rev. Denis 
0'I>onaghue. Bishop of Louisville; 
RJght Rev. Joseph Chartrand, Co- 
adjutor Bishop of Indianapolis, and 
a large nuontier of noted clergymen 
and la>Tnen from a distance honored 
the centennial with their preseiico. 
A special train was run from this 
city Sunday morning and a great 
crowd a tended the opening cere- 
monies, in which a number of Louis- 
ville men took pari. The first mass 
of the centennial was celebrated by 
the Rev. J. C. Kearns. S'. J., of 
Mobile, Ala., who preahced on "'Mar> 
ion County aa itba 'Cradle Imni ct 
the Weat." J^thar Kearsa. al- 
though yet a young man, la Vfee 
President of the noted Spring Hill 
College at Mobile. High mass was 
celebrated at 10 o'clock, when an- 
other Kentuckian. the Right Rev. 
Monsignor E. E. Spalding. V. G., of 
Alton, 111., preached an ek>quant 
sermon on "Sr. AuguOtisa'a Parish 
and Pioneer I.,ife." 

Sunday aftcriKxin the laymen's 
celebration was held. Judge H. W. 
Rives presiding over the exercises, 
which were opened -with Handel's 
"The Clory of God." sang by a well 
trained chorus. Judge Samuel J. 
Boldrick, of Louisville, whose birth- 
place and early home was in St. 
Augustlna'a parJah, apoke on 
'^Blahopa and 'PriaaU." Dr. Irvin 
Abell, of Loniaville. who ilao waa a 
former member of St. Augustlna'a 
church, gave an address on "Valiant 
Women and Distinguished Laymen." 
\V. \V. Spalding, of Washington, D. 
C., another of Marlon county's sons, 
spoke on "St. Augustine's Parish 
and the City of Lebanon." A num- 
ber of hymns and other seleofions 
were given by St. .\\ipustine'B choir, 
of which George La'lm<>-r is di- 
rector; Miss Hilda Cooditi. aBslstant 
director, and Miss Jeanne.tto Hilpp, 
organist.

Archbishop Moeller, ranking 
prelate in the Arofadiocaaa of Gin- 
oinnati, last Saturday rapadiatad tha 
so-called Catholic PiohibitloB 
League of Ohio and atatad that the 
organisation's use of the name 
Catholic Is "misleading, unwarrant- 
ed and unauthorized." 

The Archbishop is also quoted as 
follows: "I know that 1 have not 
approved any organization of that 
character, and I can say the same 
for Fiishop Hartley of Columbus, 
Bishop Schrembs of Toledo and 
Bishop Farrelly of Cleveland. The 
very purpose of the organization is 
contrary to the Catholic doctrine of 
freedom of the will, and obviously 
none of the church's Biahopa can 
do otherwiae tAan repudiate the 
same. It may be that one or two 
Catholica, for reaaona of their own, 
have bsnded together In an organisa- 
tion of 'this kind, but that 4a their 
own affa'ir. They have no right, 
however, to make it appear that the 
church as such la behind the move- 
ment or even that It has the moral 
support of any of the inishops of 
this State. 

"In their attempt to accomplish 
what, 1 contend, legislation will 
never bring about, prohibitionists 
have not hesitated to go to any ex- 
treme, and the advertisements now 
appserlng lii the newspapers seeking 
to impress tha public that the 
Catholic churdi ia anpporUng this 
movement beara out thja fact and ia 
a palpable fraud. 

"Aa the head of this Metropolitan 
See, I wish to emphasise that no 
Catholic layman or prieet has the 
right Ito use the name of the Cath- 
olic church as an Indorser of any 
movement without the sanction of 
the Bishop of tiw diocese in which 
he resides. The Bishops are the 
proper authorities to say whait is 
i'atbolii and what Is not. The 
irisliojis of Ohio have not as yrtr 
<lelegated this authority, and It is 
certainly unbecoming, to s;ty ili.> 
least, for these in no way associated 
with the church to make unwar- 
ranted uae of Its name to .further 
their hobbdaa.

This has been a history niakuiK 
and festive week for the Sisters of 
Providence, who have been celebrat- 
ing their diamond jubilee at St. 
Marv-of-tht-Wood. near Terre Haute. 
Ind. The jubilee opened with the 
reception of guests on Monday and 
closed with the banquet Thursday 
night. There was a large gathering 
of the alumnae body and many dis- 
tinguished clergymen took part In 
the exercises. The Jubilee mass was 
celebrated Wednesday morning in the 
Convent church, with Bishop Chatard 
presiding. Bishop Chartrand was 
the celebrant and Archbishop 
Glennon preached the sermon. 

On October 22, 1840, six Sisters 
from France arrived at Terr© Haute 
to found the order in this country, 
which now numbers 1,000. The or- 
der was founded In the Valley of the 
Loire by young women of the nobility 
and aristocracy whose estates had 
been lost In the years following the 
revolution and whose families had 
been separated by varying conditions 
of the Napoleonic reign. They were 
all refined and they started a schr)ol 
for girls who desired what was then 
liigher education in the arts and 
literature, for which the Sisters wore 
well adapted as teachers. A daugh- 
ter of Count du Roscoat wax t\fe 
first Mother Superior. 

Sister Theodore, In charge of the 
party that founded St. Mary-in-the- 
Wood, waa a daughter of a General 
in Napoleon's army who waa killed 
In the campaign in Spain. She wrote 
of the arrival In the foraat on tho 
banks of the Wabash, far away In 
many respects from the banks of the 
Loire, that the cabin was not so In- 
habitable aa the cattle bama In her 
native eonatry', A yaa|[ later aha 



went to Paris and was made much of 
as "an angel from the foreata," as 
the Archbishop of Paris called her 
when aha dined with him, and aome- 
thing waa said about the violation of 
a onatom against women dining tha 
clergy. "This is not a woman," 
be said, "she is an angel from tha 
forest." King Louis Phllllpe, Queen 
Amelia and Madame Adelaide, the 
King's sister, gave personal attention 
to Sister Thaodore'a aolleltattOBs Cor 
aid. 

The estate across the river, 
covering hundreds of acres, has been 
managed solely by Sisters. The 
marble chapel, no doubt the costliest 
church edifice In the Middle West, 
with an altar on which workmen 
spent years in Italy, is surrounded 
by other costly bulldinga for uae of 
the Siaterhood and for the academy 
and the college for women. There 
la a coal mine, heat and lighting 
planta and a large farm, all of whieh 
ia managed by Siatera, at tha head 
of whom ia Mother Claophaa. who 
waa Misa Foley, of Terre Haute, 
when she entered the order half a 
century ago. Mother Cleophas Is 
recognized as a woman of executive 
ability, and under her generalship 
Increased accommodations and 
growth of the order have bean ac- 
complished.

FOURTEEN PROVINCES. 
The Catholic ehareh In the United 
States Is divided into fourteen eccle- 
stostieal proviaees. 



Presiding at the Nattioaalist con- 
vention in Dublin on Monday the 
Irish leader, John B. iRedmond, de- 
clared that a crave political crisis 
might arise any dny. The position 
of the coalition <;overnment. he de- 
clared, was precarious. I<t was 
threatened by intenial and external 
dangers. A conspiracy existed among 
men ready to suciifice national unMy 
In the face of the enemy to further 
their own predllec-tioiis and theories. 
It war coninion talk, said the Irish 
leader, that a general ek-otion was 
pnsisible. but Ireland could boast 
(hat she was not ^responsible for 
ihese dangers. 

On Monday In London Is was made 
known that Sir Bdward Carson, At- 
torney General, had resigned from 
the British Cabinet. Prior to the 
outbreak of the war he -was< the 
leader of the movement against 
home mie for Ireland, which for a 
time threatened civil war in Ulster. 
Alt that time he was tlie Conseinrailve 
member of Parliament for Dublin 
University and gained grea* no- 
toriety for his speeches attacking 
the rjovernjiient and sympathizers of 
home rule, and threatened .in case 
the King signed the home rule hill 
to aid in setting up a provisional 
government in Ulster. He was the 
first to sign the cov«ian1 of re- 
sistance to home rule and led the 
Ulaterites In the formal ion of the 
Ulster volunteers. When ithe pree- 
ent coalition Oovernmen't ' was 
formed last i.May Sir Edward was 
givea the portfolio at Attorney Gen- 
eral. Some of the Bngllsh news- 
papers expressed the view that this 
appointment was a mistake in view 
of his previous antagonism to the 
Government. 

The most notable cases with which 
Sir Edward has had to deal since 
his fnc\inibenpy of the Attorney (gen- 
eralship wrre the Hoard of Trade's 
liKHiiry into the sinking of the 
LiisHania and the proceedings before 
the I'rize f'onri for 'the condemna- 
tion of .X riicriraii meat cargoes 
whlfli had been seized by the British 
CJovernment on the ground that they 
were destined for •Germany. Re- 
cently there has been unofficial talk 
in London of Sir Edward being at^ 
odds with other members of the 
Ministry over conscription, the 
Balkan sttaatdon aod the (Dar- 
danelles expedition. The Attorney 
General did not attend any of the 
Cabinet meetings held recently. 

In announcing Carson's resigna- 
tion the London Morning Post said: 
"Sir Edward Carson resigned on 
account of the Near Eastern qnes- 
Hon. The Government, against his 
ftilvico. allowed that qiie-ilion to 
drift, and Sir Edward Carson, who 
had strong convlotion.s on what ho 
roparded as the righ; policy. r«:*fuKed 
to share the responsibility for the 
results of postponing or evading a 
('ii'clsion. .N'o man of intellect and 
courage could remain in a Govern- 
ment which dallies wHh and post- 
pones its decisions from day to day 
on Issues where delay is dangerona 
and may he taUL" 

fThere may be other reaaona he- 
hind the action of Carson, not the 
least, of which Is the refusal of the 
Government to agree to his demands 
for a division of Ireland before ithe 
home rule bill goes into effect, which 
just now seems quite far off.

In the stock vocabulary of our 
"modern scholars" there is no phrase 
used with more ease and assurance 
than "the darkness of the middle 
age." If an orator or an editor or 
an historian wishes to express the 
very essence of human ignorance and 
degradation the bugaboo of the pre- 
reformation era is ushered forth 
Into the speech or printed page. The 
tradition of the Protestent revolt has 
done its work well, and the expree- 
slon Is SB a rule made and received 
as a matter no longer even requiring 
confirmation. Progress and inven- 
tion and valuable discovery Is 
thought to be a peculiar product of 
the historical period In which we 
live. 

Investigation would of course have 
shown the fallacy of such an indict- 
ment against the medieval era, as it 
has done to not a few men in the 
past. And today, painfully and 
sfowly. investigation Is being made 
Into the real conditions of the mid- 
dle ages. The chaos and unct'rtalnty 
within our modern society and the 
utter failure of Protestantism to 
meet the social or individual needs 
of men has turncMl the attention of 
many thinkers to tliat period which 
preceded our present ase Discovery 
as a consequence is l)cin^ made that 
the pursuit of knowledge in many 
iiuiieiievaiiie forms flonriahed la that 

much abused time. 

l^vi'li to natural siieiue, of which 
oil!- present peneration so proudly ' 
anc! '.sith some Justice claims as its 
own. the medieval scholars furnished 
contributions, A very striktag as- 
ample of this fact has been hrooght ' 
to the attention of the learned world 
of late in the recent translation from 
the Lstin into German, by the dis- 
tinguished Prof. Wueraehmidt, of the 
Itniversity of Brlangen. of the work 
of the Dominican Father Dietrich on 
"The Theory of the Rainbow." This 
volume was compiled between the 
years 1304 and 1310. in the very 
heart of the middle ages, and has ' 
won. particularly since its transla- 1 
ticn. the praise and commendation of : 
many learned men. i 

Prof. Hellmann, for exanipl(>. the • 
renowned nieterolosist of Hamburg, 
Oermany. declares that "It Is the 
greatest achievement of Its kind In ! 
the West during the middle ages." 
It is also, he says, .i valuable con- 
tribution to the science with which 
it deals. And of its author the well 
known .Max .l.icolii says: "Master 
Dietrich was the first one to discover 
that the rainbow orifilnates thiouKli 
the double breaking and one refli-x 
of the rays of the sun In the rain- 
drop. We have to thank him for the 
first correct design of the path of 
the ray aa It enters and leaves the 
little sphere." 

Each particular period of history. 
It must be remembered, aside from 
the correct or destructive ' ethical 
views which may exist, has a peculiar 
department of haman endeavor in 
which it excels. This is the secret 
of true human progress. There can 
be no doubt that today natural 
science Is better understood than at 
any other time. In many other sub- 
jects, however, we must admit that 
we are deficient. And when we find, 
as In this case, that even upon our 
favorite study we have not obtained 
B monopoly, we should be slow to set 
up our era and ourselves as the acme 
of learning and enlightenment. The 
middle aRes. product of true Chris- 
tian thought, have many wondroas 
things to teach us. I'rofltable for 
all of us would be the more Intense 
ftmly of the apes of faitli and uu un- 
divided Christianity. ('. H. of C. V.

November 21, 19l.'>, is the 1300th 
aunivf^rsary of the death of St. 
Colunibaiius He was born in West 
Leinster, Ireland, in 543, and died 
at iBobbio, Italy, November 21. 615 
Few men of his age are so well 
known. An Kalian monk of bis 
commnntlty has left us his biography 
and his own writings extant are 
numerous. The latter ahow great 
leamling and prove that he was a 
scholar as well aa a saint. He 
studied under Abbott Sinell ut Lough 
Erne, and during bis student days 
composed a creditable commentary 
oa the iPsalms.

He Joinod the monastic 
order and stayed until he was forty, 
when with twelve companions he 
wemt as a missionary to the Con- 
tinent, after staying a short time in 
England. He and his oompaotons 
continued their apostolic work 
through the differemti countries of 
Europe. He founded the Abbey of 
Lnxetfll In France. He went to Italy 
in 81t aad founded the Abbey of 
Bobbie, where he continued to reside 
until his death.
